Department of Agriculture: Finds ‘That 
Powdery Scab and Other Disoases 


The Dupartment of Agriculture: re- 
cently Isaued a special caution to all 
American potato growers figainat the 
use of any second-hand British or Eu- 
Fopean potato sacks unless such sacks 
lave been thoroughly storilized sings 
they had contained or come in contact 


The reason for thia ia that recent 
inspections havo furnished ample evi- 
lence of the prosenee of a number of 
the most serious potata diseases among 
importations of that ataplo from Ew 
rope. These include the last blight 
disease, silver squrf, both dry and soft 
rots, common stab, and the powdery 


The germs of these diseases, the 
apecislists find, may be and undoubt- 
edly are carried in the sacks. In which 
potatoes have been imported trom Eu- 
rope, Tho sacks therefore provide a 


storilized. Purechasors of neod pota- 
tora should wpecify that the seed came 
in new sacks or aterilived s¢cond-hand 
sacks. Dealora van sterilize thone sacks 
hefore offering them for aale by plac. 
ing the empty sacks in tight contalners 
in which live steam shoulit ta injected 
for about an hour, Purchasars of see. 
ond-hand sacks can proteck themaelves 
hy following the same procedure or by 
boiling them for two or three houra 
fa any available vessel.
